Kim Novak may not be a professor of English literature, but that shouldn’t bar her from dis- 
cussing Moll Flanders, one of fiction’s most famous characters. In fact, she probably has more 
right to talk about Moll than the average prof—for at the moment, Kim is Moll.

Behind the 
star was a great manor house built 
in 1616—but in front of the house 
stood the most modern equipment 
for Panavision and Technicolor 
filming’, 

A technician leaned against some 
ancient panelling at the mansion’s 
entrance—with a walky-talky in 
his hand. He was communicating 
with the production office, ensconced 
in a half-timbered Tudor cottage 
600 yards away. 

Director Terence Young of James 
Bond fame had the latest bull-horn 
in one hand—and an antique mus- 
ket in the other. 

An 18th Century coach drawn by 
four horses rumbled to a stop be- 
side a streamlined red sports car. 

Kim, her blonde hair dyed red 
for her role, was stunningly attired 
in a low-cut pink, blue and white 
dress—the sort of thing maids wore 
200 or so years ago when they went 
outside to pick flowers and do other 
chores in the garden. 

“T love the costume—but this 
corset, oh, dear! It’s complete with 
hip pads for’the desired hour-glass 
effect, which is great, but it takes 
me 20 minutes to get into my dress 
because of all these petticoats and, 
even worse, all the laces on the 
corset. 

“Just compare that with the 30 
seconds it takes me to slip into a 
modern dress. 


“Also, the corset gets uncom- 
fortable after a while, and I always 
have to run off to the dressing room 
to loosen it.” 

Still, Kim admitted she was lov- 
ing every minute of her work with 
the 130-member location unit of 
Marcel Hellman’s production.

Also, since Moll 
lived in the early 18th Century, a 
late 18th Century house that had 
crept into Chilham had to be cov- 
ered with a large facade represent- 
ing an earlier dwelling.

“Moll Flanders” No Romp 
For Film’s Art Director 


The 18th Century may have been 
a romp for Moll Flanders but it 
hasn’t been particularly easy on 
Alex Vetchinsky. 

Vetchinsky, 59, a native London- 
er of Polish ancestry, was the art 
director on “The Amorous Adven- 
tures of Moll Flanders,” opening 
oars atithe:.. 2). ‘Theatre: chis 
Paramount release stars Kim No- 
vak in the title role and is based 
on Daniel Defoe’s 243-year-old no- 
vel about a lady of easy virtue. 

Some people may think “Merrie 
Old” England is crammed with the 
kind of 18th Century stuff Vet- 
chinsky needs for a picture like this 
one, but, he declared the other day, 
this just isn’t so. 

“Period stuff is gradually disap- 
pearing,’ reported Vetchinsky, 
whose film career goes back to 1928. 
“Old London buildings are being 
knocked down to make way for new 
ones. Furniture is getting increas- 
ingly harder to find. So period pic- 
tures are becoming more difficult 
to do each time, from my point of 
view of making them look authen- 
tic. Pretty soon we’ll have to build 
everything, and that’s going to be 
very expensive.” 

As it was, Vetchinsky had to do 
a lot of building for “The Am- 
orous Adventures of Moll Fland- 
ers,” filmed in Technicolor and Pan- 
avision by producer Marcel Hell- 
man and director Terence Young. 

On the lot at nearby Shepperton 
Studios Vetchinsky, his crew erect- 
ed six huge streets of 18th Century 
London. It was one of the biggest 
such setups ever made in England. 

St. Paul’s Cathedral rose up in 
the background, above the ‘“prac- 
tical” chimneys—ones that smoke, 
in other words, Hundreds of yards 
of ground were covered with ‘‘cob- 
blestones”—made of fiberglass and 
put down in panels. 

The cobbles look completely real 
and, said Vetchinsky, “as you can 
see, the horses use them readily 
enough. I had been a little worried 
about whether modern horses would 
take to cobblestones, but they have. 
So, I guess, despite all the other 
changes in 200 years, horses at 
least haven’t become any different.” 

The mock-up streets look tre- 
mendously real—especially when 
Miss Novak, enticingly clad in a 
low-cut dress, sashays along one 
of them. Other well-known 20th 
Century faces, and figures, popping 
up in “Olde London” belong to 
Vittorio De Sica, Richard Johnson, 
Angela Lansbury, Lee McKern, 
George Sanders, Lilli Palmer and 
guest star Hugh Griffith, all work- 
ing with Kim. 


Director Young Travels Path From

Between takes—while Miss No- 
vak was relaxing behind the scenes 
after loosening her pinch-waist cor- 
set—Young discussed the cinematic 
links between James Bond and 
Moll, the easily led and merry lass 
created in the early part of the 
18th Century by novelist Daniel 
Defoe. 

He remarked, “Directors often 
fall into the trap of being too re- 
spectful about a period piece, of 
making it on their knees, reverent- 
ly, stuffily. 

“Well, in ‘The Amorous Adven- 
tures of Moll Flanders,’ I’m trying 
to make a picture with the same 
sort of tempo as I gave my two 
Bond films. There’s no reason why 
you should give a period piece slow 
period tempo. 

“Besides, I don’t think slow tem- 
po fits Moll’s period, anyway. The 
18th Century in England was a 
particularly racy age and we want 
to reflect that in a very funny, and 
very sexy, picture.” 

Filming in Panavision and Tech- 
nicolor, Young explained that to 
catch the mood of the picture he 
was employing considerable camera 
movement. “Also, we will have very 
fast cutting and some overlapping 
on dialogue. Everybody will be talk- 
ing at a faster tempo than they 
would in a conventional film.” 

The director, shooting “The Amo- 
rous Adventures of Moll Flanders” 
as a Marcel Hellman production 
for Paramount release, noted: “I 
made the Bond pictures tongue-in- 
cheek. In this one, we’ve also put 
our tongue-in-cheek.
